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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 
I. Claims 1-7, drawn to a method of preventing MMP induction in human 

skin comprising applying one or more substance that block UVB radiation 
in the range of about 215-315nm and block UVA radiation in the range of 
about 365-395nm. 

II Claims 8-10, drawn to a method of manufacturing a sunscreen by 
determining the absorbance of a candidate compound. 

III. Claims 11-18, drawn to a method of treating fibrotic skin condition 
comprising providing a source of radiation emitting in a wavelength 
selected from UVB of 295-315, IVA>360-400nm, and a combination 
thereof; and illuminating the affected area with radiation. 

2. Inventions I or III, and II are related as process of using and process of making 
the product. The use as claimed cannot be practiced with a materially different product. 
Since the product is not allowable, restriction is proper between said method of making 
and method of using (MPEP § 806.05(i)). 

3. Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ).
